There is a Soviet headquarters ir Iiognits (Lignica), apparently located in 
the ducal palace, which is heavily guarded by sentries with tonmy-puns. At 
the baginning of Jamary most: of “he iceal help (janitors, cleaning voren) 
was dismissed and replaced by Russian soldiers, The mimerous Russien de- 
pendents in the city aro carefull inmilated from contact with the local 
population, and attend only Russian notion-picture houses and a Russian 
theatre, Tha number of children in the Russian schools is given as several 
hundred, 


“ost of the troops in the city of Liernits wear tantc insignia, About one 
third of the uniformed personnal are seen in Polish uniforn, but are alleged 
to ba in fact Russians. In Octob:r 1949 there wis a large-scale replacenent 
of troops after repeated bad behavior by soldiers who had heen stationed 
there up to four years. The officers and enlisted man now in the city appear, 
fvom the medals they war, to be conbot veterans: discipline is raported to 
he good. 


Oa the outskirts of Liegnitz to tha north a large vehicle park ws observed 
containing some hundreda of vehicles. Most of these vere covered with straw, 
so that it could not be determined vhether they vere armored or not. The 
vehicles which wre not gs camourlaged ineluded Russien mediun tanks and eleven 
German Tiger tanks, Tha entire park «as under hoavy fuard, with sentries ste- 
tioned at intervals of about a hundred yards although only a few small barbed- 
wire barriera were seen. The vholo Area was commanded by a wooden towor on 
each side of the read, equipred wich «4 searchlisht. 


Beyond the tani park, north set of Liepnitz, were some small artillery units. 
the guns which vere visible resemb..ed British 25=pounders » but about tuo thirds 
of all the puns were concealed with stray coverings. The installation had a 
noter rool enclosed by wire, uhich contained jeeps and German sedans. Bitid~ 
jnesconprised three barns, five ot}er farn buildings, and eight long woden 
structures which were assuned to x harracis. 


Eatucen Liepnits and Javer (Savors. ) schere ig a larpe Soviet airfield with 
fighters (believed to be jets) and sexhers. The Around inste Ons are 
described as fairly extensive, ine) dine nine large hangars, two administra 
tion bulldines, and .two motor noole. In addition to the Soviet personnel, 
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officera and en in Polish uniforr vere seen, as well ag Polish police. 
Inhabitants of Liegnits reported that a mmber of German technicians 
(posdibly 100 ~ 300) are employed at “ihe airfield. 


Another Soviet headquartars unit ja located in Sohvetdnits (Swidnica, 118). 
Directly south of Sechweidnite is ¢ tank installation, about half as large 

a8 that at Dieenttsa, and similarivy eanoufleged with stray, The city amsears .to 
be almost ontirely taken over ty Russian military personnel, with no depen 
dents to he soon, and only a few officers in Polfsh uniforn. 


Zt is difficult to travel westward from Waegnits bseause of the strict 
security controle miintaine? by ths Russians to a distanoa of about forty 
kilometers from the Neisse River, It is reported that there are check~ 
points avery two kilometers or so 2n che main reads, and that all secondary 
rouds aré also guarded. Polea living in the area are required to have 
special permits in onfer to move ado.
